Einstein Theory Concern- 
ing Other Worlds 


Pasadena, Calif.—C/W—A group of 


famous scientists—astronomers and 
physicists—today was intent upon 
prying off the lid of a box of mys- 
tery m which they hope to find the 
secret of the universe. 


Literally 
that is as Dr. Albert 


Einstein expressed it in 
an an- 


nouncement yesterday 
that swept 


the old Einsteinian 
universe into 


oblivion and erected a' new concept 
in its place. 
No longer does he believe in a 


symmetrical, 
spherical 
universe, 


Such a thing is not possible under 
his new unified field theory. The ev- 
olution of the theory was explained 
in detail by Einstein, step by step, 
equation by equation which result- 
ed in the final equation embracing 
one general law uhat covers the phe- 
nomena of gravitation and electro- 
magnetism and offers a clew to the 
mystery of the structure of space. 


Then Einstein told his fellow sci- 


entists that he presented the uni- 
fied field equation as a closed box, 
and that he knew of no methods of 
investigation by indirect or physical 
experimental means of prying off 
the lid to see what was within. 


Dr. Walter S. Adams, director of 


the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington Mt. Wilson observatory, an- 
nounced that he and his associates 
hoped to have the cover oft the box 
soon. It was Adams who made as- 
tronomical observations establishing 
proof of Einstein's relativity theory. 


Influence Einstein 


Two California scientists caused 


Einstein to change his mind. They 
are Dr. Edwin- P. Hubble and Dr. 
FUchard Chace Tolman. Hubble sits 
at the turret of the world's largest 
telescope and has bared "secrets of 
the island universes or distant neb- 
ulae. These are great universes like 
that in which the world and some 
30,000,000,000 stars move. There are 
thirty million such other universes, 
all making the 
major 
-universe. 


Some of these have been observed 
300,000,000 light years distant, that 
is 300,000,000 times sis million, of 
million miles. 


Tolman, companion of Hubble, is 


a physicist. He has taken Bubble's 
observations and evolved the theory 
that the major universe is expand- 
ing with explosive force and is run- 
ning down because matter is being 
converted into energy and thus be- 
ing annihilated.

It was in 1924 that the 15-inch level 
was placed in effect at the govern- 
ment dam. at Menasha through an 
agreement between the Association 
for the Belief of High Water and 
the federal war department.

work; three successive 
semesters 


under the same major entitles him to 
a gold medal. In case of failure to 
repeat his high standing the student 
•oes backward in the plan one step. 
Before any pupil is eligible to be 


considered for an award he must 
keep up a certain standard physical- 
ly, scholastically, and maintain good 
citizenship and character. 


Physical education must be taken 


at least three times a week; the stu- 
dent must possess a good sitting pos- 
ture as well as a standing one; he 
must have a neat and tidy school ap- 
pearance and use no tobacco. 
In 


scholarship a student may not fall 
below a "C" average in any subject 
with, the exception of music. His ci- 
tizenship record is judged by punc- 
tuality, absence of truancy, class- 
room, conduct, and the regularity of 
his savings In the school bank. Char- 
acter is considered by a student's 
honesty and good manners. 


Specific qualifications- include a 


semester average of "A" or 93 in all 
subjects with the exception of <5he 
possible "B" or 83 a grade of "A" in 
citizenship in every class, together 
with, at least a "B" average in. class-' 
room study; talent in music and abil- 
ity -with actual play for one half the 
basketball or soccer season, in-ath- 
letics.

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WHY LEGISLATION IS SLOW 
"They ought to get down there and 


wind up the state's business in a few 
weeks," says the average individual 
about the members of the legislature. 
Yet as soon as anyone actually tries 
to greatly speed tip matters of legis- 
lation the same people have a feeling 
that in the hurry attendant upon 
speed, careless laws may be the result. 


The first act introduced in the Wis- 


- 
consin senate and therefore known as 
1-S will serve to show the reasons why 
careful legislation cannot be brought 
about as swiftly as many may sup- 
pose. This act introduced by Senator 
Keppel merely provided that a certain 
section of the statutes "prohibiting ice 
fishing in all counties, of the state oth- 
er than in specified counties, shall not 
be enforced during, the year 1931." Ap- 
parently as an afterthought the same 
senator, realizing that the -legislature 
would not be in session in 1932, intro- 
duced a substitute amendment to his 


5own measure to cover the year 1932 
as well. 


Then Senator Carroll introduced an 


amendment to this substitute amend- 
ment providing that the exception

• to use" more than three lines at any 
one time." Now at was clear enough 
to Senator Roberts, who introduced 
the next amendment, that one fisher- 
man with three lines might get too 
many fish so in his amendment No. 5 
the quantity "of this fish is limited to 
five pounds -unless, perchance, the 
catch consisted of one fish' weighing 
moce than five pounds which would be 
considered lawful. - 


But Senator Shearer, not entirely 


satisfied with the proposals concern- 
ing fishing through the ice offered 
amendment -No. '6, differing from Sen- 
ator Barker who introduced amend- 
ment No. 2 as to other "paragraphs of 
the law which should be left enforced. 


Here is a matter perhaps not of gen- 


eral interest or great moment to the

lator is bound, if satisfied that some 
idea coming to him be correct, to sug- 


%* gest the same, put in printed form and 


deposit it upon each senator's desk. 


In order to thresh out all these dif- 


ferent ideas committee meetings are 
held, the public 5s invited, every per- 
son "ft-ho 
wishes to be heard is or 


should be heard. When the commit- 
tee agrees upon-a measure it must still 
stand the test of a vote 5n the open 
senate. And when the senate agrees It 
must still go into the assembly where 
there are three times as many mem- 
bers who may have three times as 
many opinions. 


The work of the legislature 5s not 


easy. Conscientious men have a ivide 
variety of opinions. It takes time to 
suggest them, time to hear all parties, 
time to consider and time to vote. 
While some legislative sessions may 
have lasted unreasonably long, the de- 
Jay ought to inure to the public bene- 
fit, unless k is due alone to political 
by-plaj*.

A. high type of courage was neces- 


sary 'for Mr. Ryan to begin the appli- 
cation of scientific principles to the 
cultivation of crops and the breeding 
of livestock more than a quarter cen- 
tury ago. Science in farming was re- 
garded with marked suspicion and the 
hardy soul who would apply "book 
learning" to planting corn or buying 
a cow was subjected to illy-concealed 
ridicule and distrust Even at a much 
later date the experts from the univer- 
sity were regarded as idle theorists 
unworthy of the respect of the real 
"dirt farmer." 


But Mr. Ryan, his vision undimmed 


and his spirit undaunted, continued his 
studies and worked out his experi- 
ments with the result that not only 
he but all his neighbors profited from 
his work. 


Years ago, when the idea of a coun- 


ty agricultural agent still was new, 
Mr. Ryan was one of the few farmers 
in this county to encourage agitation 
for appointment of that official. It re- 
quired years to win sufficient support 
to bring this about, but now there 
scarcely is a farmer in 
Outagamie 


county who is not willing to admit 
that he hasjbeen materially benefited 
by the agent's work. 


The recognition of the University 


of Wisconsin of Mr. Ryan's leadership, 
valuable as it is to Mr. Ryan, is of 
still greater value in that it will serve 
to encourage trthers to carry on. The 
price of leadership is hard work and 
discouragement but its reward is<-the> 
grateful acknowledgment of fellow- 
men.

.Parents have a strange blindness. 


Without regard to the actual con- 
ditions, without regard of anything 
but their desire to have a child of 
whom they, can be proud, they bend 
every effort to force the child into 
being what they picture him to be. 
Though no member of the family 
ever knew a good picture from a 
bad one, nor cared 
to know, the 


child must be, an artist. Though the 
family have been artisans for gener- 
ations and neither knew nor cared 
about science, the child must be a 
great scientist. 
Greatness . must 


come in some form or other lest the 
family be disgraced. 


Conduct is a source of great dis- 


tress to parents.- The child, has a 
bad temper and makes the family 
miserable. The fact that his father 
had a. much worse on© seems not 
to enter into the matter., The child 
must be wrong. To be sure the child 
is wrong and he will be wrong just 
as-long as his.'father teaches him 
that temper tantrums are acceptable 
in his sight. Can a man' say that 
he desires sweet temperance • when 
.he rages like a wild animal? 


Mannerisms trouble teachers and 


parents. A child chews, his lips. An- 
other bites his nails. Another twists 
a lock of hair. Another sniffs. Im- 
patienqy teacher and .parent correct 
the child. Look well to yourself. 
What has frightened this child into 
worrying? Nothing? 
Well, what 


mannerisms have you? Sure? Is he 
copying your manner of speech,, or 
action, or behavio* ? It is more than 
likely. 
Very often the cause of-a 


child's undesirable haTjits.lie within 
his immediate- environment; 
• Sometimes ' they are due ,to poor 
health. (Are you - sure' .the poor 
health, is-not due to some lack of 
management, some remissness in 
method or practice' on. the. part of 
those close-to him? 
Of those in 


charge of him?) Search well in your 
own being for the cause of a child's 
failure. You will be the more under- 
slandinguand the more helpful' for it 
and the- child will benefit. . 


Mental .attitude can not be. hidden 


from the-children. If a parent dis- 
likes or fears a 'qhild and this has 
happened, the "child will soon dis- 
cover the fact and act accordingly. 
If a teacher dislikes a pupil he soon 
knows it and responds to the dislike 
in his conduct and in his work. The 
rule -works both"ways, butdt-is,- in 
my experience, stronger on the nega- 
tive side. It is easier to strike fear 
into the soul of- a child, easier to set 
him on the defensive; than it is to 
set him' free and fill him' with cour

- Most tubs need a 
full cup and a very- big tub calls for 
a little more. 


This bath should be sat in for

The Epsom salts bath is, in a 


class by itself. It is claimed to have 
reducing qualities 
and I daresay 


more Epsom salts have been used 
for this purpose than all other, kinds 
of bath salts put together. It must 
be taken hot to slenderize. Moreover, 
you must sweat afterwards, rolled in 
a blanket or put in a steam room. 


But the Epsom salts bath serves 


as a tonic and is excellent for soak- 
ing out the impurities in the skin. 
Put.a full cup of Epsom salts in a 
tub of hot water and sit in it for 
20 minutes, adding hot water as 
the temperature of the bath cools. 


Other tonic bath salts can be had 


by 
purchasing certain European

and company to become president 
of his alma mater. It 's a bank- 
er's dream and athletic Utopia, IMr. 
Gates with a turn of his hand has 
devised a plan which most surely 
will relegate Pennsylvania into the 
minor class. Her 
football teams, 


coached by uomparativtly low priced 
coaches with players developed out 
of intramural sports, will be unable 
to compete on even terms with op- 
ponents in the major class.

TJiere 
will be absolute sanity in every-

sports. 


"What will this mean in terms of 


intercollegiate sports? How influen- 
tial will this radical move by the 
recent Morgan banker be? Already 
several colleges have utterly abandon- 
ed football and so in a minor way 
this Pennsylvania action may be re- 
garded as in line with a trend. 


At the same time, it is riot to be 


expected that any great rush -will 
follow in Pennsj-lvania's train "but 
for most important institutions such 
as Yale, Harvard and Princeton, as 
well as for colleges of the various 
conferences throughout the country, 
much of the emphasis that Pennsyl- 
vania has placed on athletics does 
not exist and has not existed for 
years. Also in limiting- salaries of 
coaches the big- three and other uni- 
versities have preceded Pennsylva- 
nia in the step she has now taken. 
Just the same, this action of Penn- 
sylvania, than which no college was 
more whole-heartedly committed to 
sports, is surely going to start some-

First and foremost Mr. Young de- 


clared his firm-belief that 
all the 


.banks in the .United States should 
be compelled by law to be members 
of the Federal Reserve system.even 
though they retain their state bank- 
ing charters. He said that "the 
phrase "member of the federal re- 
serve system" on the window "of "a 
bank nowadays was' construed by 
the public to mean close 
supervi- 


sion, but that because of the fear 
that banks would withdraw 
from 


the Federal Reserve system 
if too 


carefully supervised the 
examina- 


tions have-not gone far enough in 
the case of state banks. Mr. Young 
pointed.out tlia't of the seven thou- 
sand'bank failures in the last ten 
years five out of every sis banks 
which had closed were state banks. 


Against Divided System 


Although reiterating his belief in 


states' rights Mr. Young said lie 
did not think:the nation could make

day by Harold M. Groves, Madison,

made a special study of labor and its 
problems. 


'While not state administered, the 


plan provides that every employer in 
"Wisconsin set aside percentages of 
his payroll each year for a reserve 
fund which is to serve as a security 
for employes. 


The bill outlines a, plan whereby 


employers' contribute one and one- 
half per cent of the payroll during 
the first six months of operation of 
the 'law, then Increase the percent- 
age to two and onr '^alf per cent dur- 
ing the second six months, and reach 
a maximum of three and one-half 
per cent thereafter. 
If the employ- 


er's reserve fund reaches '$80 for 
each employe, contributions are dis- 
continued. 


According to Professor Groves, 


two features not found in 
similar 


measures, are included in his bill. 
They are those providing that when 
men are out of work and entitled to 
benefits, a city or other government- 
al unit may give them work and 
then collect the benefit; from 
the 


employer who laid ofi the men, and 
a scheme for giving vocational edu- 
cation to the "unemployed. 


Mr. Groves says his bill is modeled 


on these fundamental propositions: 


Employers can prevent much un- 


employment and the best -nay to in- 
duce them to do_so is to make each 
employer responsible for his o^n un- 
employment. 
" Industry can be expected to car- 
ry the labor which it employs at 
some tunes and not at other times. 
There are reserves for other indus- 
trial costs, why not for_ unemploy- 
ment?; - 


It-is better to give men work than 


benefits and better to pay - Benefits 
than to require men. to "stint the 
health, of themselves and their fam- 
ilies or to seek charity. 


The best employers already 
feel 


responsible for their unemployed;

For some 
reason they ignored that, although 
I took several on other flies of a 
gray color. 


The Hogue river,

minded me of the Xamakagon. The 
latter stream can be reached near 
Cable, where better fishing will be 
found than near Hay ward, through 
which town it flows. It is a good 
mid-summer water v.ith plenty of 
arm-room for casting flies.

away from the famous Erule where

Hogs and Sheep Also Be-, 


come More Numerous, butj 
Horses Decrease 


Madison—(A3)—While horses con- 


tinued to diminish in 
number on 


Wisconsin farms last year, 
cattle, 


hogs and sheep increased, Walter H. 
Ebling. statistic-inn for the U. S. and 
Wisconsin departments of 
agricul- 


ture reported today. 


Tractors and automobiles drove 6,- 


000 horses from Wisconsin farms in 
1930, 
according to Mr. Ebling's sta- 


tistics. Cattle, however, increased by 
90,000 head, bringing the state's to- 
tal to 3,120.000. Milk cows increased 
by S2.000 head to make the state to- 
tal 2,125,000 at the beginning of 1931. 


There wore fewer calves and feed- 


er animals on Wisconsin farms at 
the start of the present year than on 
Jan. 1, 1930 but dairy heifers from 
one to two years old showed an in- 
crease. Hogs increased 54.000 head 
during the year. 
At present the 


state's hog population is 
1, (15,000 


head. Sheep also increased about 49,- 
000 head. 


With the increase in the number 


of hogs, sheep and cattle has come a 
decrease in livestock prices. The to-
